Sept. 1, 1914, shall be reported to the 
state veterinarian at once. The order 
is effective today. 
The governor has also in contem- 
plation today the issuance of an order 
placing portions of Racine, Kcnosha 
and Rock counties in quarantine. 


MILK TRANSMITS PLAGUE 


TO MAN SAYS SPECIALIST 
That the foot and mouth dis- 
ease cannot bo transmitted to 
human beings by eating the 
flesh of diseased animals, but 
can be contracted by drinking 
unboiled milk or butter made 
from the milk of an infected 
cow, 
is the statement made by 


a. Chicago specialist who has 
studied the disease. 
: 
"The symptoms in man,""ho 
says, "are as follows: There Is 
fever; this is usually low, but 
may reach as high as 104. It 
may be accompanied with a 
chill, loss of appetite, pain In 
muscles, back and head, with a 
crampliko pain In the abdomen. 
Nausea and vomiting are com- 
mon. The primary seat ol in- 
fection Is the mouth. The dis- 
ease when uncomplicated 
is 
.mild. 
Its average duration, is 
two 
weeks from 
the onset. 
Severe cases may last six to 
eight weeks. 
•The disease is transmissable 
to man through unboiled milk 
or butter and cheese and also 
directly from the saliva or con- 
tents of the vesicles of infected 
•animals g a i n i n g e n t r a n c e 
through abrasions of the skin. • 
It is especially frequent in chll-- 
dren and in those whose work 
brings them in contact with dis- 
eased cows. It appears that this 
disease cannot be transmitted 
by eating the flesh ol infected 
animals." , 


Government inspectors arrived here 
last evening and. left this mormninK 
for the town of Bradford.

No new outbreaks have been discov- 
ered within.the past several days al- 
though inspection by state and" gov- 
ernment experts has gone on with- 
out stopping. Farmers as a whole are 
ireathing easier resultant 
on the 
'ew cases found in Rock county. Al- 
hough the first reports threw some- 
what of a, general scare throughout 
tills section it is- felt that the first 
reports wero exaggerated 
and that 
the spread of the disease is not as bad 
as formerly suspected. 
Railroad stockyards and all cars for 
stock transportation are being given 
a 
thorough 
fumigation. 
The rail- 
roads- were prepared tor just such an 
emergency with 
appropriate supplies 
of chemicals and spraying apparatus 
within easy reach. 
Evansville today reports that no

ADVISES CO-OPERATION 


Declares That All States Must Enact 


Similar Provision* in Justice 


to Manufacturers.

Illinois who spoke before the confer- 
ence of governors here today, made a 
Btronf; plea for co-operation between 
the states to secure the enactment pi 
uniform laws providing for the safely 
of workmen. 
Such co-pperatlon, Gov- 
ernor Dunne declared, is essential for 
the protection of business and man- 
ufacturing in states which have enact- 
ed progressive laws 
against unjust 
competition of business and manufac- 
turing In other states which have no 
such laws, or fail to properly enforce 
them. 
"During 
the last four years, Uia 
state of Illinois." Governor Dunne 
said, "has enacted and enforced laws 
for better working and sanitary con- 
ditions 
in shops and factories that 
have cost employers more than $4,- 
000,000. Though directors of several 
large coporations have approved this 
legislation," he said, "they have been 
forced 
to meet 
unjust competition 
from 
factories 
located In less pro- 
gressive'states .where this additional 
expense has not operated. 
"A progressive state," said Dunne, 
which enacts humane laws for the 
conservation o£ human life and limb, 
and for the preservation of the health, 
morals and well-being of its laboring 
citizens, is thus placed at a great 
disadvantage as 
compared 
with a 
nonrprogressive state, which, by its 
failure to enact such, laws, invites 
the manufacturer whose only aim is 
financial profit, within its borders, and 
thus enhances the manufacturing de- 
velopment in such 
non-progressive 
states. 
Need for Uniformity. 


"It must -be apparent," Governor 
Dunne proceeded, "that if such salu-' 
tary laws must 
be passed and en- 
forced—as 
all must 
concede—that 
•there should be more or less xiniform- 
ity of legislation 
in all the stares 
where such industries are carried on, 
or the 
enactment 
of federal laws 
covering the 
subject matter. 
This 
latter alternative has been seriously 
urged by many manufacturers and 
political economists, but, in my judge- 
ment, is not feasible or possible. Fed- 
eral legislation under the Interstate 
Commerce Act, may be applied to in-" 
terstate railroads, and other interstate 
utilities, but most o£ the product of 
pur manufacturing industries are not 
impressed %v!th an interstate charac- 
ter. 
A federal law must be uniform 
in its application to all parts of the 
United States, and a law, which might 
be salutary and advisa.ble relating to 
the manufacture o£ goods in the tene- 
ment districts of. New York. Philadel- 
phia and Chicago, might be grossly 
unjust and unduly onerous in western 
villages and cities. 
"I believe that co-operation between 
the great manufacturing states," Gov- 
ernor Dunne continued, "toward the 
securing of the same or similar laws 
affecting 
industries, is urgently de- 
manded nnd 
not difficult 
of attain- 
iment. 
The time has come, in my 
)judgement, when the different states 
of tlio union, engaged largely in the 


I manufacture 
of industrial 
products 
should, through commissions, created 
by the legislatures, or appointed by 
the executives of these states, arrange 
for an investigation of the conditions 
relating to 
manufacturing and the 
advocacy of the laws covering these 
industries insofar as the health, sani- 
tation, morals and safety of the men 
and women engaged therein is con- 
cerned. I am ; confident, 
moreover, 
that such commissions, after meeting

Extradition Problem. 


Importance of a careful scrutiny o? 
the facts before granting extradition 
papers for the return to other states; 
of alleged criminals, was urged upon 
the conference of governors today by 
Governor S. V. Stewart of Montana 
"Some governors have adopted an 
iron-clad rule to the effect that they 
will not consider any question invol- 
ved in a matter of extradition but the 
•identity of the 
individual under ar- 
rest." said Governor Stewart. "While 
no doubt that rule serves 
to save 
some time, at the same time it is 
hard 
to believe that grave wrongs 
may not be done to liberty and per- 
sonal rights by the enforcement of 
such a rule." 


Governor Stewart cited an instance 
in which a man was permited to go 
free without prosecution on condition 
that he leave the state In which he 
was arrested. He complied with this 
condition. Two years 
later a new 
county 
prosecutor was elected who 
nug up the old charge and attempted 
to have the man returned to stand 
trial. In this instance, and many 
similar ones, said Governor Stewart 
a real injustice would have been done 
it 
the 
request for extradition was 
granted. A hearing, he said, devel- 
oped the facts in the case. 
"Governors are 
called on to act 
quickly in issuing requisition papers " 
he pointed out, "because of the dan-

THE CORN CONTEST. 


The corn contest which closed this 


afternoon, by the,awarding of prizes, 
demonstrated to Rock county farmers 
that the soil which they have been 
cultivating for years is capable of 
heavy 
production 
when 
properly 


tilled. It is not assuming too much 
to say that the average yield of corn 
in Rock county, in years to come, will 
be one hundred bushels per acre, and 
why shouldn't it be? 


This is three times the average 


yield of today but it means that one- 
third of the land now being used can 
be made to do the work. 
In other 


words, one acre properly tilled repre- 
sents three acres tilled in the old- 
fashioned way, and every intelligent 
man will admit that the proposition 
is a good one. It means less work and 
more land for other purposes, and it 
also means increased value for the 
land. 


These corn contests are but the be- 


ginning of experiments in intensified 
farming, for what the boys have done 
with corn, can be duplicated with al- 
most every other crop. 
The day is 


fast passiug when tickling the soil 
with .a Ivoe. constitutes a farmer, and 
the men who have raised corn for 
forty years, and know it all, can well 
afford to sit up and take notice, for 
the new generation has discovered 
that there are some things yet to 
learn, and the boys are eager to be 
taught 


One 
of the 
perplexing problems, 


which has long confronted the nation, 
is how to keep the farmer boys inter- 
ested in the farm, for these boys drift 
as naturally to the towns and cities 
as do ducks to a mill pond. As a re- 
sult many farmers lose their boys be- 
fore they are of age. and soon the old 
farm passes into other hands. 


Intensified farming gives new zest 


to farm life, and the father' who is 
wise will encourage its development. 
He can well afford to say to his boys: 
"If you can make this forty of land 
produce as much as thp eighty has 
been producing. I will srive you boys 
the use of the other forty," and then 
he would be money ahead, while the 
boys, financially interested, would for- 
get the town, acd stay by the farm. 


Thomas A. Edison, the great Amer- 


ican scientist, was presented with a 
new problem, the other day, by one of 
the large Xew England manufactur- 
ers, whose supply of certain chemicals 
made exclusively in the old world, 
was cut off by the war. 
Mr. Edison 


called in a dozen of his best chemists, 
and superintended the -work of dis- 
covery. 
Seven days and nights, were 


spent in the laboratory, and the prob- 
lem was solved. Then Mr. Edison 
said: "\Yhat this world needs is a war i 
on nature to make her give up her! 
great secrets and unlock her store-' 
houses." 


The farm Is God's great outdoor, 


laboratory where soil and air, rain! 
and sunshine, hold the secrets which I 
men have been slow to discover. But j 
the dawning of a broader intelligence i 
is with us. and in the brighter light I 
of the days to come, the land will be 
made to yield her increase in liberal 
measure.

and they are active partners, respon- 
sible for results.

Addition to 
Edgertcn 
High School 
Near Finish,—Will be Used for 
New Courses.'

Edgerton, Nov. 12.—The 
addition 
to tire local high school is 
Hearing 
completion and will 
soon be , ready 
for occupancy. 
The building, when 
completed, 
will, , for 
arrangement, 


equipment and size, rank with any of 
of the smaller high school buildings 
of the state. 
The addition 
was ar- 
ranged for after the past few years 
had determined the inf. lequacy of the 
old building tc \fford sufficient room 
for the new courses which have re- 
cently been added and 
for 
the in- 
creasing high school enrollment. " 
During the past two years 
Edger- 
ton has been conducting her educa- 
tional system 
upon the basis, of a 
six-year elementary school and a six- 
year seconary school. Under this ar- 
rangement the seventh and 
eighth 
grades are organized 
and 
adminis-' 
tered in the same manner as 
were 
the four grades which made up what 
is generally known as the high school. 
Classes are organized and teaching 
arranged under a departmental plan. 
This new form of organization proved 
so efficient that in the construction 
of the addition to 
the high 
school 
building the 
decision 
wag reached 
that the six years of secondary edu- 
cation should 
be 
conducted under 
one roof. The addition provides for 
the conduct of a six year nigh school. 
The gymnasium has been enlarged 


and Is now completely surrounded by 
a balcony: In the' basement the man- 
ual training will be installed, five 
rooms having been provided for this 
department. 
Lavatories 
for 
both 
boys and girls are located on this 
floor. Adjoining the cooking depart- 
ment In the basement, a room has 
been added which may be utilized for 
either a dining or a sewing room. 
On the first floor are three class 
rooms. These are so arranged as to 
be in some degree, separate from the 
other class rooms 
of the building, 
they being designed for use by sev- 
enth and eighth grade pupils. A new 
entrance on both the north and the 
south sides, will give opportunity for 
the pupils of what will be the Junior 
high school, to secure 
entrance 
to 
the new quarters provided. 
On the second floor the 
addition 
provides for an 
assembly 
room of 
double its original sizje. 
Opening off 
from this room are two small rooms. 
These are to be used as libraries. 


A new heatins plant has been in- 
stalled. In its installation the board 
of education has

TO GET FULL SHARE 


OF STATE AID FUND 


Units In Rock County Wltl Receive as 


Much State Highway Money 


as Petitioned For. 
The units in Rock county In which 
state aid highways will be constructed 
in 1916 will receive as much state 
money as they petitioned for accord- 
ing to the state allotment of the state 
highway commission which was read 
at the county board meeting on Wed- 
nesday. 
The total sum that Rock 
county will receive from the state is 
$35,266. The county will appropriate 
a like amount at the present session 
of the board, and the various town- 
ships have already made provisions 
for the amount 
they 
will 
furnish. 
Hence the state and county aid high- 
way fund for 1915 will be $105,768 tor 
this county. 
Applications for state aid registered 
with the highway commission called 
for the sum of about $1,350,000 in state 
aid, but before the distribution was 
made the supreme court decided that 
the so-called "force clause" of the 
state aid law was 
unconstitutional, 
thus causing all requests for state aid 
initiated under this provision of the 
law to be thrown out. The valid ap- 
plications for state aid 
remaining 
amounted to $1,206,221, and inasmuch 
as the state highway appropriation for 
next year amounts to $1,250,000 ($1,- 
000,000 provided by direct tax, $200,000 
from the general fund of the state and 
$50,000 
from 
automobile 
licenses),
